London, Jan. 11.— (Copyrighted by 
the Associated Press V— There is a feel- 
ing abroad in London that there are 
many details of the complication into 
which the foreign affairs of the empire 
has been placed, which have not been 
published, and much speculation is in 
dnlged in by the public. So fai a offl 
cial information goes the situation seems 
to be improved. 

The ministry of the naval prepara- 
tions occupies a large place in the public 
mind, and the conclusion arrived at by 
the attentive public after thus thinking 
it over is that the tremendous activity 
displayed, not only in the fitting out of 
the flying squadron, but in the rushing 
forward of work in the navyyards, ar 
senals and supply shops for wur mate- 
rial, do not appear wholly 
account of the condition of relations 
with Germany. It is also felt that it is 
difficult to see what point the fiying 
squadron, which together with the ex 
isting available squadrons, which it is 
proposed to join it, will form, it is said, 
the most powerful fleet of war vessels 
ever put afloat, is destined 

The situation in the Transvaal is un- 
doubtedly greatly improves, and unless 
President Kruger has made extortion 
ate demands, such as for the complete 
independence of his republic and free- 
dom from the suzerainty of Cireat Brit 
ain, and has received the support of 
Germany in favor of these demands, 
such a powerful fleet as ia being pre- 
pared will not be needed at Delagoa 
bay. In fact, the whole future of South 
Africa now depends upon the nature of 
the demands made by President Kruger, 
whose response to the queen's message, 
addressed to him in the third person 
through Colonial Secretary Chamber 
lain is, to say the least, not effussive 
In fact, it virtually declares that the 
president will hold Dr. Jameson and the 
other members of Me expedftlQU wht 
were taken with him as hostages for 
the disarmament of Johannesburg 
whose time for grace for the surrende. 
of the arms held by the uitlauders cx 
pired at 6 o'clock last evening. Those 
of the uitlauders who have not yielded 
their arms at that time are to be exclud- 
ed from the amnesty to be granted to 
those who participated in the uprising, 

The indemnity demanded by the 
Transvaal government from the Char 
tered South Africa company is various 
ly stated at from £600,000 to £-i,000,000 

The statement circulated here yester 
day that the admiralty had decided 
upon the formation of a second special 
squadron, created a good deal of excite- 
ment when it was announced, but it

The 
crisis is practically ended, and orders 
have been issued for all Boer commands 
to proceed at once to Pretoria."

SENSATION AT LOUISVILLE. 

Forged Warehou»e Bsss l sa t s Dl*<-uvered la 
the kails of RalSM Failure. 
Louisville, Jan. 11. — The failure of 
Hartley, Johnson & Compuuy and 
the Belle of Nelson Distillery ooinpany 
is further complieated by the news that 
forged warehouse receipts to a large 
amount have turned up. There has 
been an over-issue of warehouse re 
ceipts, which will amount to probably 
|100,000 or more, which has been made 
within the past 18 months by David 
Bartley. one of the members of the firm 
of Bartley, Johnson <fc Company, and 
secretary of the Belle of Nelson Distill- 
ery company. The revelations have 
been a surprisw to his associates, and it 
will be some days before the assignee 
can make any statement about the mat- 
ter. 

Atilla Cox, president of the Columbia 
Finance company, the assignee, was 
asked for a statement, but declined to 
make any, but said thai as far as the 
exam flat ion of the affairs of the com 
pany went, there were certain fac ts 
which confirmed the belief that there 
had been an overissue of receipts, and 
thut on this account, he was making 
every effort to get at all the facts by an 
examination of the government ac- 
counts of entries in bond, aud a com- 
parison of the receipts with these en- 
tries. When that comparison is fur- 
nished it will be possible to state exactly 
the condition of these sec urities 

Information from Other -ources is to 
the effect that noueof these doubtful re 
reipts have been placed with the traae, 
but used onlv as r-ollateral for loans and 
that of this collateral not ovet |70, 
000 is held by Louisville parties and 
185.000 in New York and Chicago The 
hope is still expressed by the firm that 
the assets will be sufficient to d. charge 
all liabilities, including these receipts 
originals and duplicates

BIG VICTORY FOR ENGLISH. 



Hereafter That Town Will Re the County 
Seat of Crawford County -Decl.lon of 
the Fowler Will Caaa— A Child ftmoth- 
to Death by it. Father— Other In- 
New.. 

Indianapolis, Jan. 11. — The supreme 
court has just decided that the county 
seat of Crawford county shall be re- 
moved from Leavenworth to English. 
This ends a contest that haa extended 
through many years, and haa engen- 
dered much bitterness in this southern 
Indiana comity. Several times during 
the long controversy bloodshed be- 
tween the factions has been narrowly 
averted. 

Various propositions for the removal 
from Leaven worh to English have been 
before the legislatures of the last half 
dozen years. At the session of 1889 an 
act was passed which made it possible 
for the friends of the town of English . 



REVIEW OF TRADE. 

K. O. Dua * Company Report. 

Somewhat Retarded. 

New York, Jan. 11.— R. G. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says: 
The new year begins with such uncer- 
tainty that business is somewhat re- 
tarded. The proposed sale of bonds 
offers ground for confidence in the fu- 
ture, but no one is able to determine 
what its earliest e!T«"-ts may be in the 
money market und for the time it is a 
cause of hesitation other than hopeful- 
ness. 

Speculation in products has not been 
active. Cotton is unchanged, although 
the receipts for the week have n< t been 
very large, but some slackening appears 
in the foreign demand. Wheat is about 
1 cent higher and corn the same, with- 
out distinct reason in either cuse. for 
the government report, tardily conform- 
ing to commercial estimates of some 
mouths ago, did not command great 
confidence. Wheat receipts at western 
points were almost double last vear s, 
2,606,702, against 1,305,704 last' year, 
but Atlantic exports were a little larger 
than last year, flour included, 2,387, 9J6 
bushels, against 3,010,758 a year ago. 
Com receipts are about a quarter larw 
than last year, while Atlantic exports 
am about four times as large. 
The industrial situation has not 



to succeed. 

The proceedings originated before the 
commissioners of Crawford county, 
from whose determination of the matter 
there was an appeal to the circuit court. 
A change of venue was taken to Wash- 
ington county, where the circuit court 
entered a judgment relocating the coun- 
ty seat at English. 

The case was argued orally during the 
last sitting of the court, and so early a 
decision was not looked for. 

English has been going ahead with 
preparations to become the county seat. 
A new courthouse is being erected, and 
other improvements necessary are being 
made. 

The court also affirmed the celebrated 
Fowler will case from White county. 
It is held that the will of Moses Fowler 
devised his real estate in fee simple. 
Fowler died in 1884, 60 years old. At 
the time of his death Fowler owned 20,- 
000 acres of laud in Benton, Tippecanoe 
and White counties, and his estate 
amounted to $850,000. Fowler and his 
wife were living apart at the time of his 
death and his children were the appel- 
lants. The litigation has been carried 
on 10 years.

effort to maintain a fixed price. That 
branch of business is extremely slow, 
nothing is doing iu rails, and while 
there is rather a better demand for 
sheets and plates and several good or- 
ders are reported for structural works, 
angles are quoted a shade lower. Every- 
thing turns on the contracts for ore, 
which are still unsettled, but the great 
excess in production of pig iron over the 
present demand is no longer denied, and 
it is expected that quite a number of the 
furnuees will presently discontinue pro- 
duction. Lower prices for Alabama 
iron renew conit)etitiou with eastern 
furnaces. 

Sales of wool are larger, 6,699,300 
pounds for the week, against 5,236,715 
last year, although a large part of the 
purchases is of a speculative character, 
based upon belief that prices may be sd- 
v a need if tne new tariff bill goes into 
; effect. The opening of woolen goods 
shews a further tendency toward lower 
prices, in spite of the prevalent, beiief 
that higher prices would be realized be- 
fore long if the revenue bill which 
passed the house should become a law. 
The cotton mills are generally running, 
though not all with full force, and some 
are piling up goods without regard to 
the immediate demand, which is com- 
paratively slack, as they apparently be- 
iieve that the short supply of cot- 
ton this year will ensure them profits in 
the end, as it has during the past half 
vear. Nevertheless goods have decided- 
ly weakened in price, quite a number of 
change* having been record duringed 
the past week. 

There were 446 business failures in 
the United Stat'-s this week, an excep- 
tionally heavy total. Last week the ag 
gregnte was ^03, in the week one year 
ago it was 4 )•">, and in the correspond 
ing week of 1894, just after the panic, it 
was 484, white in the like week of 1893,

THE WAR SENTIMENT GROWING.

The political excitement la unabated 

Senor Bricano, editor of El Pa trio ta, 
has been arrested, together with other 
partisans of Andueita Palacio. 

The newspapers here are dilonaeing 
the possibility of u British warship I i 
the harbor of La Guayra beinjf ebtetu 
throw a shell over the mountain int. 
the city of Caracas. To quiet apple- 
heuBion in regard to it the nutter has 
been submitted to expert en giueers here. 
Their opinion is awaited with consider- 
able anxiety. During the last revolu- 
tion, the American Admiral Walker, on 
board the flagship Chicago, after study- 
ing the question declared that it was 
impossible because the guns could not 
be elevuted enough. 

The anti-English manifestations con- 
tinue. At Valencia yesterday the Y< ;i- 
ezueluns divided themselves into two 
parties — one representing English in- 
vaders and the other the patriots — and 
began a sham fight. Those on the Yen 
ezuela side became so excited that they 
went ut it in earnest, with the result 
that several who were enucting the role 
of Englishmen received severe stab 
wounds. The police had to be called in 
to stop it. 

Dl.patch to the New York Herald. 

New York, Jan. 11.— A dispatch to 
The Herald frem Caracas, Venezuela 
says: General Domingo Sifontes, who 
was in charge of the Ynruan district at 
the time Sergeant Barnes was arrested 

by the Venezuela authorities, has b i 

arrested iu Ciudad Bolivar on the accu- 
sation that he has been mixed up in the 
lutest rebellion. It is alleged that he 
has received letters from Dr. Hernan- 
dez of New York, showing the existence 
of a plot against the government. Si- 
fontes is a spiritualist. 

Newspapers here are urging the gov- 
ernment to send troops to the frontier 
to head off the English. The Liberal 
papers say enough militia can be spared 
for that purpose, and if the British ob- 
tain a foothold in the disputed territory 
it will be hard to dislodge them. 

El Tiempo says the quicker troops are 
tent the better it will be.

Alarmed by the opposition in their 
own party to a project for a definite re 
tirement of the mischievouB greenbacks, 
the majority of the Committee on Ways 
and Means adopted an amendment espec- 
ially providing that the greenbacks 
should not be retired, but that the cause 
of the depletion of the gold reserve 
should be kept active. If the Republi- 
can majority in the House dare not vote 
for sound money there is little hope of 
getting relief from any source until a few 
more disastrous experimonts with the 
currency have been tried. 

On yes, free wool is just paralyzing the 
woolen industry of this country. The 
Republicans say so, and of course the 
Republicans never lie. However, here 
are some statements they will have to 
explain— if they can. The Philadelphia 
Times says : "The Fall River woolen and 
cotton mills are quite satisfied with the 
present tariff if the earnings and divi 
dends of the past year are any index to 
prosperity and the practical truth of 
what free raw material will do when 
given a chance. The various establish- 
ments had the most prosperous period 
in their history. The annual statement 
of dividends paid shows a percentage of 
8.09 on a capitalization of $21,268,000 
the dividends amounting to $1,721,425. 
The Fall River manufactory modernized 
its plant and paid the bills from its earn 
ings. The mill that lost suffered that 
loss through tbe defalcations of its treas- 
urer, and the Bourne Mill not only paid 
a profit-sharing dividend of 7 per cent, 
but a stockholders' dividend of 19 per 
cent. And the story of the Fall River 
mills is the story of all the other tnanu 
factarinf centres of New England."

Mr. Adair 
is employed by the Case heirs of thin 
State to look into their lotiMwt in tlM 
vast Case estate at Clevt-laud. Colonel 
Adair wus at Cleveland the other day, 
and like all men of any promiueuce, wut< 
soon cornered by the irrcprofsible news- 
paper reporter. Col. Adair, with becom- 
ing modesty, did not say very much, but 
a portion of what ho did say is found 
below. After talking at some 1. ngth on 
his business in the city he was touched 
upon politics. Here is what the Loader 
says : 

"Although the Colonel was opposed to 
tnlking further on the fMibjWt of the 
estate, he HriphteneH up and w»nt on at 
a merry rate when questioned on the 
political situation in Kent h k' Colonel 
Adair is a man who weighs 220 pounds 
without his overcoat, and is what the 
Southerners call a 'sympathetic Repub- 
lican.' He is a grandson of Governor 
John Adair, who was at the head of 
Kentucky affairs in 1820. The Colonel 
was elected pDsecatinu attorn*/ of the 
Nineteenth judicial district at the last 
election, overcoming a Democratic plu- 
rality of 3,500 and scoring a plurality of 
his own of 225 He is prominent in 
Kentucky politics, and has been put up 
by his friends as a candidate for district 
delegate to the 8t. Louis convention. He 
thinks that Kentucky has gone Republi- 
can to stay. At least he will be sur 
prised if it goes otherwise inside of 
twenty-five years. 

" Personally Colonel Adair is friendly 
to Reed. He does not prophesy his own 
election as delegate, but already yields 
the place to another. " Kentucky is for 
McKinley," said Col. Adair. " It will go 
for McKinley. The whole South is in 
line for Ohio's Governor, and in my 
opinion will stay with him." 

"Before General Harrison was nom- 
inated his friends called Colonel Adair 
into conference with them and asked 
his opinion regarding the attitude of the 
South. He accurately stated it, and ever 
since has been regarded as splendid au- 
thority on Southern political movements. 
' The people feel," said he, "that a change 
is needed, and that McKinley is the man 
to bring it about. Whether or not the 
bad times were due to the present ad- 
ministration, the people down South 
think so. McKinley has a great follow- 
ing in the South." 

" Colonel Adair would like to see Gov. 
Bradley nominated for the Vice Presi- 
dency, but does not think that the Gov- 
ernor has given his consent to the agita- 
tion in his behalf."

It's a Very Long One and He Makes 
a Great Many j&eoommendations 



Governor Bradley's message was read 
to both branches of the Legislature Fri 
day. It is a lengthy docu ment, so long in 
fact that after listening to it, the la 
makers didn't have much time left for 
the transaction of any other business. 

The Governor makes many recommen- 
dations and suggestions. 

He declares in favor of new 8tate build- 
ings and wants the convicts to be em- 
ployed in erecting these buildings. 

The new election law, he. thinks, could 
be improved on in many features. 
Where registration is required, the right 
to ask the voter's party affiliation he 
thinks should be stricken out. He sug- 
gests the party device should be placed 
at the head of the ticket and a square 
beneath and entirely disconnected from 
it, and the cross mark required to be 
made therein. 

In order to reduce the expenses of 
criminal prosecutions in misdemeanor 
cases he advises that jurisdiction of this 
character of prosecutions, when the max- 
imum of fine is under $500, or .maximum 
of imprisonment is under one. year, be 
transferred to the Judges of Quarterly 
Courts, and the concurrent jurisdiction 
of Justices and Police Judges. He wants 
something done also to limit the action 
of officers in the indiscriminate summon- 
ing of witnesses in criminal cases. "In 
many instances," he sayB, "persons are 
arrested on the charge of grand larceny 
when they are known to be guilty only 
of petit larceny, and in this way large 
sums are annually collected from the 
treasury for arrests and witnesses. The 
enactment of a law is recommended re- 
q liring an affidavit to be made, plainly 
showing that the offense charged is grand 
larceny, before any order of arrest or 
subpoenas are issued." 

Along this line he also recommends 
that the law be changed so that juries 
shall simply say whether the accused in 
criminal cases is guilty or not, the court 
then to fix the penalty. 

The Governor also recommends that 
the offices of Commonwealth's Attorney, 
Register of Lands, Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture, and the State Board of Equali- 
zation be abolished. 

A house of reform should be established 
for youthful criminals. 

The Governor advises the Legislature 
to pass a law to punish the authors of 
fake news and libels. On this point he 
Bays : " Of late numerous untruthful 
B ories concerning the commission of 
c ime in Kentucky have been giving cur- 
rency by unprincipled correspondents, 
all to the great detriment of the State. 
I recommend, in order to restrain these 
irresponsible persons, that a law should 
be passed providing severe punishment 
of all persons who willfully state, deliver 
or transmit to any manager, editor, re- 
porter or other employe of any news 
paper, magazine, publication, periodical 
or serial, any falsehood concerning any 
person, corporation or community." 

The Judicial apportionments he thinks 
are very unfair and unjust, and ought to 
be changed. 

These are only a few of the many 
recommendations made in the message.

Of That 8hooting Near Orangeburg. 
Claims That Warder 
nradFim. 

A warrant was sworn out in 'Squire 
Bramel's court last night for Hiram 
Warder, charging him with shooting and 
wounding John Brinegar with intent to 
kill. It will probably be executed to-day. 

Brinegar has six or eight buckshot 
wounds— one in the shoulder, one in the 
neck and the others in his chest and 
abdomen. It is feared his bowels were 
perforated. The chances are thought to 
be against his recovery. 

The shooting occurred at Warder's 
home, as stated in the Bulletin yester- 
day, but Brinegar's side of the story is 
quite different from that already pul>- 
lished.

The claim is made that it was neces- 
sary for them to pass Warder's house to 
reach the pike or road.

He attempt- 
ed to return the fire but both caps 
snapped. As they reached the front of 
the house Warder again appeared, and 
Brinegar, having recapped his gun and 
fearing that Warder intended shooting 
again, fired at him.

FARMER SHOT BY HIS SON-IN-LAW. 
The \ "... si,, Pursued by a l»o»»e anil Hld- 
dled Willi Bullet*. 

Lockport, N. Y., Jan. 11.— Robert 
Clapsaddlo, a fanner of Ransomville, a 
small town ubout 10 milos from here, 
was f ttally shot yesterday by his son-in- 
law, George H. Smith, who was pursued 
by a posse of villagers, cornered, and 
when he made resistance, filled with 
bullets, causing his death. One of the 
pursuers also was shot. 

Farmer Clapsaddle lived a mile south 
of the village, with his wife, a daughter 
and a grandchild, 1 2 years old, the son 
of the murderer. Smith was a dissolute 
fellow, who spent what money he could 
get for whisky. Ho had married the, 
eldest daughter of the Ulapsuddles, and 
she had separated from him on account 
of hix dissipation, and Smith had always 
blamed his father-in-law for the es- 
trangement. Yesterdav afternoon Smith 
came into the Clapsaddle homestead, 
where the old man sat reading his pa- 
per, and without warning or provoca- 
tion, drew a revolver and shot Clapsad- 
dle through the head. Before an alarm 
could lie given the assassin had made 
his MOBJW, Mr. Clapsaddle died soon 
after the arrival of a doctor, never re- 
gaining consciousness. 

A posse was formed, with a deputy 
sheriff at the head, to hunt down the 
murderer. Smith had fled across the 
county toward the home of his wife's 
second husband, Declute, probably with 
the intention of committing another 
crime. He was armed with a revolver 
and had his pockets tilled with cart- 
ridges. The posse was composed of 
over half a hundred reputable jnen and 
neighbors of the murdered man. When 
Smith saw the posse in pursuit, he made 
for the house of a man named Brown 
and as he entered the door, he turned 
and brandishing the revolver tried: 
•The first man who follows mo in here 
I will shoot." 

Undaunted the posse closed in around 
tin- house, when Brown, coining to the 
DOOr, told them that Smith was in hid- 
ing in Ottfl of the closets. Thereupon 
Elmer Clapsaddle, a relative of the mur- I 
(lend man, cried to Smith to come out I 
and surrender. Smith responded with 
a bullet, which entered Clapsaddle's I 
wrist. This aroused the crowd and 
they flred through the walls of the 
house at short range into the spot where 
Smith was evidently standing. There 
was a sound as of a falling body which 
showed the shots had taken effect. 
Smith was found to be fatajly injured, 
bleeding from a dozen wouudu.
